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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The BPAI Decision dated June 16, 2010 was received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The rejection of Claims 1 -2 and 4-5 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by de Vaal et al. (US 6,815,101 B2) is withdrawn based on the BPAI Decision dated 
June 16, 2010. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejection of Claims 1 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over de Vaal et al. (US 6,81 5,101 B2) is withdrawn based on the BPAI Decision dated 
June 16, 2010. 

4. The rejection of Claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over de 
Vaal et al. (US 6,815,101 B2), as applied to Claim 2, and in further view of Gast (US 
Pub. No. 2005/0161520) is withdrawn based on the BPAI Decision dated June 16, 
2010.
